The Government Forces in San Do. 


mingo Meet with a De- 


cided Defeat. 


San Domingo. Republic of San Do- 


mingo, April 21.—Troops of tho gov- 
ernment shelled this city yesterday 
and several houses were 
damaged. 


Thv government soldiers 
attacked 


the city In force at several different 
points this morning and tho fighting 
lasted for one hour. 
Tho govern- 
ment troops sustained heavy losses, 
General Cordero, minister of tho In- 
terior; General Alvarez, governor of 
Puerto Plata, and General Qticsada 
being killed. 
Over 100 government 
soldiers were killed or wounded and 
the government forces were obliged 
to withdraw. 


The revolutionists made 
several 


prisoners and captured horses ' and 
ammunition. Their losses were slight 
only a few men uelng killed or woun- 
ded.

BREAD RIOTS IN ITALY 


DESTROY MUCH PROPERTY 


Many Buildings Wrecked In Rome 


and Serious Clash In one of 
the Provinces. 
Rome. April 21.—Owing to 
the 


many unemployed In the city and the 
high price of food a mob of 
four 


thousand scooped down on a, tele- 
graph office yesterday afternoon and 
after wrecking tho place sought oth- 
er public buildings, destroying many 
thousand dollars' worth "of city proijj 
erty. 
At Galatono, In tho province 


of that name, the result of rioting 
by tho unemployed proved more ser- 
ious. 
A mob of several hundred at- 


tacked a troop train and In tho me- 
lee one of the rioters was killed and 
thirty were injured. 


HEAVY LOSS .FOR SHEEP OWNERS

Tl 
tanlc Iron ore, of which there are bill- 
ions of tons In northern Minnesota 
was smeltwrod In an ordinary cupola 
and turned out pig Iron which polished 
up lllie steel and which, according 
to those Interested In the experiment, 
Is better than the finest Hesnemer 
steel, since with one-third tho weight 
It has equal tensile strength. 


Whilo tho hard and soft Iron ore 


mines of St. I.ouls county have been 
turning out millions of tons annually 
for years, farther north there arc gi- 
gantic beds of iron which, because 
of the presence of titanium, have re- 
ceived but little attention. 


Frank Johnson of St. Paul claims 


to have discovered a process to utilize 
this ore, and In the presence of a 
delegation of Duluth men demonstrat- 
ed his discovery. A 'prominent chenv 
1st and nssayer, who was present, 
stated that In hl.i opinion this ore 
could now be smeltered as cheaply as 
hematite.

DAY SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 
It Is reported that an effort Is be- 


ing made to establish a day school 
for the deaf In Janesvllle 
similar 


to schools of that, class already In 
operation In a number 
of 
cities 


throughout tho state. 


There is so much Ignorance con- 


cerning this class of schools that it 
is easy to create sentiment favor- 
able to them, and yet It Is a fact 
that the deaf of the state would 
' be better off If this class Of schools 


had never been established. 


The flrst school of this Itln* 
was 


' founded In Milwaukee several years 


ago and an effort was made to se- 
cure state aid for its support. The 
effort failed, and then the promoters 
conceived the Idea of 
asking the 


state to grant to any «lty ..«at would 
establish a school of this Kind with 
an enrollment of not less than ten, 
pupils 
an 
appropr.«»»ion 
of 
**UO 


for each pupil. 
This struck a popular chord anil 


the request was granted. 
Tho per 


capita appropriation was 
afterward 


Increased to $ir.O and 
under 
this 


stimulus some eighteen day schools 
for tho deaf are now in operation. 
Tho fad Is popular, 
because with 


ten scholars the 
school board re- 


ceives $1500 and pavs out half that 
amount or less for a single teacher 


This of course, means 
a source 


of revenue for the school board, and 
as the deaf and dumb are unable 
to apeak for themselves, there Is lit- 
'tlo opposition. ' The lip language is 
tho only language taught 
In these 


schools, and a hopeless 
effort 
is 


made to overcome an 
Impediment. 


The education is also conllned 
to 


literary work and ti.e graduates are 
expected to earn a living by the use 
of a mechanical tongue, or by the 
exercise of brain po er. 
where ev- 


ery channel is closed to them. The 
education of the na d has been en- 
tirely Ignored and the hand Is about 
the only thing that stands between 
tho deaf an dumb and pauperism. 


This so-called education Is a great 


Injustice to these unfortunate cnliu- 
ren, and but for tho oense Ignorance, 
that prevails, concerning their needs 
the day schools would never bo tol- 


This is the flrst time In tho history 
of our foreign commerce In which
